To defend such suits is the common
lot of a newspaper faithful to the public
Interest, and Tho Trlbuno Is prepared
to perform this part of Its duty.

Every dollar which Is paid to a news-
paper for subscription by its readers is a
retainer fee. Tho consclentloun and in-

telligent public In supporting a. dally
Journal, do so with the expectation that
the paper will guard tholr interests with
vigor and fidelity; that wherever a pub-
lic wrong Is committed tho newspaper
will demand that it be righted; that
wherever a public officer defaults upon
his obligation he will be called to ac-

count; that whenever helpless Inno-

cence either In the Individual case or In
tho community sense shall cry for Jus-

tice, that cry will be resounded by tho
nowspaper.

In' tho performance of this high
as sacred in tho caupo of Jus-

tice as that whloh the pulpit owes to
humanity, it is indeed a frail and falter-
ing daily Journal which does not often
antagonize those who wield public au-

thority and who holding high Btation
forget their oaths and deem them-

selves the masters instead of the serv-
ants.

It is now before the court; it
will be tried according to tho law and
the evidence; and therefore Tho Tribune
has no desire to make further com-

ment.

CHARLIE AT WASHINGTON.

Hon. Charles W. Penrose, who has
been summoned to Washington, Is often
called the ablest man among the church
lenders.

Unfortunately for him. he suffers in

this community from that effect which
Is said to follow familiarity.

Without attempting an analysis of tho
Penrose character, which Is sul generis

even among a peculiar people The
Tribune extends congratulations to

such Senators as are members of the
Committee on Privileges and Elections
and to Apostle Penrose, upon the won-

derful opportunity which will bo af-

forded by the meeting.
First, the Senators will hear the most

skillful expounder of the Mormon faith
and doctrine tell all about the Smoot
case unless the Hon. Charlos shall
choose to talk about the weather, in
which case he will probably be able to
make It appear to himself that the
weather Is the sole subject under dis-

cussion. Second, Apostle Penrose will
see a body of men whose lives have
been consecrated to the country and Its
interests, who believe in the majesty
of the Republic, and who do not coun-
tenance the establishment of alien gov-

ernment within the dominion of the
United States or the maintenance of or-

ganizations exercising and teaching un-

lawful practice.
The Senators will not try to evade Mr.

Penrose. What they have to say will
be candidly said on the subject at issue.
What a beautiful thing it would be, and
how surprising to tho people of Utah,
If Apostle Penrose would meet them In
the same unequivocal way.

Ah! but we must not expect miracles.
And so we may well believe that the
Hon. Chos. will scoot around tho Im-
portant points with the facile and yet
aggravating ability which has made
him at once the envy and the admira-
tion of all the other apostles.

THE GOVERNMENT'S FILING.

There is no mistaking the importance
of the llllng made upon the waters of
the Weber river, by Mr. George L.
Swendsen, of tho Government recla-
mation service, for the benefit of that
service. The water filed on Is ample,
and the use to which it is to be put will
be of tho very greatest benefit to the
community.

But the significant fact at the bottom
of the filing is that the Government Is
so much in earnest in Its helpful work
of reclaiming lands here for the peo-
ple's benefit that it takes this Important
step, which contemplates the use of all
the otherwise untaken water of that
considerable stream, for power purposes
as well as for Irrigation! The enter-
prise proposed 1b one of the largest that
has ever been proposed in this Stato,
and it certainly has the strongest back-
ing of any.

While this filing indicates unmistaka-
bly the extensive character of the Gov-
ernment's purposes in Utah, what are
the people doing to forward those pur-
poses? What step to meet the Govern-
ment in its beneficence is taken by the
water-users- ? Let us look at the Utah
Lake proposition. What have the farm-
ers here done for months past to keep
that project alive? In what way have
they indicated their sense of tho mighty
opportunity held out to them by the re-
clamation plan offered? Are they not
afraid that they will lose tho chanco
here presented, nnd that tho Govern-
ment's force and enterprise will be di-

rected elsewhere? Once lost, or al-
lowed to drop out of sight, the Utah
Lake improvement is liable to bo aban-
doned in favor of other schemes, kwhosa

v

advocates arc clamoring for Just such
an opportunity for them, ob the people
here have presented to them, and Ib

theirs for pie taking. Tho Government
engineers have worked out tho problem
most completely and satisfactorily. Wc
should bo sorry Indeed to see all that
work go for naught, and to nco tho
farmers of this valley lose tholr oppor-
tunity for the sake of mere neglect. But
of course If they don't want this work
dono, they needn't have It. The Govern-
ment Is not at all anxious about It, and
can easier than not go elsewhere with
Its experts and their work.

It Is gratifying to note that, other
communities in Utah arc not so indif-
ferent. The Bear Lako reclamation
project Is pronounced by the engineers
to bo an Ideal ono. And tho people to
be benefited by It are keon to have the
work done. They are moving actively
In the matter, and the prospects now
are that the Bear Lake reclamation
project will take precedence of the Utah
Lake Improvement. As the whole mat-
ter in both cases rests upon tho deBlre
and support of the people, ij. Is quite
proper that the rule, "first como first
nerved" should be put Into force; and
that 1b precisely what will bo done.

"THE OTHER HOUSE."

During forty years, Utah saw the
tragedy of Tho Other House. Thcro was
scarcely a hamlet of tho Territory in
which these words did not mean sorrow,
passing all other woes of womankind
the sacrifice of nature on tho altar of a
beloved faith, the yielding of conjugal
companionship and material comforts,
In order that The Other House might be
maintained,

"It was the will of God;" and so men
performed it, although they were often
tortured by the command; and so wo-

men submitted to It, although their
hearts were torn in anguish; and so
children tried to revere it, although
their young minds revolted at the cruel-tl&- a

which they could feel, but whose
divine purpose they could not under-
stand.

At the Other House" was the expres-
sion which Indicated that the father was
under his other roof, devoting his atten-
tion to his other wife nnd caressing his
other children. The woman who had to
say it, the child who had to speak it,
may have uttered the phrase with out-
ward composure; but behind that seem-
ing Indifference was a racking pain
worse than that of wounds upon the
battlefield, worse than that which comes
under the surgeon's knife.

Yet It was all "for love of God," and
bitter as was tho pain. The Other House
had the seeming respect of those to
whom it was the tangible evidence of a
grief to last from the cradle to the grave
and to be rewarded or solaced only in a
world beyond the stars.

In 1SQ0 the curtain was rung down on
tho tragedy of The Other House. The
life of the Mormon wife and child was
no longer painted in somber hues; for
God himself had ordained that the sacri-
fice was enough.

And now the loaders and some of their
followers have elected to make anew the
misery of a generation. Once more thoy
would establish The Other House as a
menace and a destroyer of Individual
hope as well as the contributor to a gen-
eral danger.

There is no woman who suffered in
the old days, there Is no child who
shared In his mother's grief being old
enough to sense her agony who does
not stand appalled at the prospect of a

of Utah's greatest trage-
dy, The Other House. For this time it
Is surely against the commandment of
Almighty God.

POLITICAL PROSCRIPTION.

Ono of the strong Gentiles of this
State called on The Tribune the other
night and talked in the following strain:

"When 1 came to Utah I did not Im-

mediately take sides for or against the
Mormon people. Almost before I could
finish my study of the situation the op-
portunity appeared for a division on
national party lines, and I allied myself
with the local Republican party and
urged to the best of my ability the dis-
solution of the Liberal party. I felt
that the pledges of the Mormon leaders
were sufficient. I helped to secure
Statehood, and did so in good faith.

"In all tho days, then, of my residence
here I have been friendly, and in a mod-
est way. helnful to the membera nf th
dominant church.

"When I came here they were prac-
tically without civil rights; I battled for
them and myself until Utah came to
the great opportunity In the sisterhood.

"My home was established here, and
Is to be here while I live. My children
were all born here, and I expect them to
take share in Utah's destlnty during
their lives.

"At a recent local convention of the
Republican party I was a candidate for
a nomination. Several Mormons among
my friends had pledged their support
One of them appeared In the convention
a most active advocate of another can-
didate for the same nomination. I was
defeated; I made no complaint, believ-
ing that a man in politics must acqept
his fato in politics philosophically.

"But shortly after the convention I
was told that the reason why certain
men had broken their own pledges,
was that they had taken counsel and
had learned that the partcular office to
which I aspired must always be held
by a member of the church In good
standing.

as this was I boro it
with patience until my boy, born on
Utah soli, asked one day at dinner why
I did not get the nomination, and his
mother replied to him: 'Son, your fa-

ther can never hold that ofllce; nor can
you ever hold. It, no matter what should.

bo your personal merits or your am-

bitions.
"I had not been a member of the

American party. In fact, I had passed
through tho recent campaign supporting
the Republican party. But when my
wlfo spoke in this sad and bitter way to
tho boy. all at onco it occurred to mo
that thoro was something for mo to
light for besides partlnan politics. My
boy was born in Utah; the American
flag floats here. If he 1h to bo politically
proscribed by a church becauso it has
selected certain offices to bo flllod only
by its obodient adhorents, I am ready
for my part of tho fray. I will fight
such political proscription.' to the death.
Evory boy In Utah muot have his fair
chanco, regardless of creed or church
membership; nnd anything lcoo than
this is treason to the great idea upon
which this Republic of equal rights is
founded." ,

That Is a plain, unadorned ntatemont
it would be tragic anywhere else; it Is

commonplaco here. Every person of in-

telligence in Utah knows that tho
church leaders havo determined (and
tho fact in very woll known by the mass
of tho followers) that certain offices
must bo under their control in ordor
that they may be ablo to guard certain
purposes and interests of their own.

This monstrous fact should be enough
to cause every Gcntilb in Utah, and
every Independent Mormon, to Join the
American party and fight In its ranks
until wo banish all creed tests from
publlo life, and until church leaders
Bhall so conduct themselves within the
law S3 that they will not need to havo
Improper access to and control over the
public acts of public men.
